Dr, GOGARTY—Hear, heat. 

Mr. JOHNSON added,that it was by no 
means likely that the British public would 
consent to pay more for their food, and if 
they did not do so, how was the Irish farmer 
to get any benefit from inter-Commonwealth 
Free Trade? There was no benefit coming 
to this country in respect of non-British 
trade by imposing an additional tariff on non- 
Imperial countries’ goods, as compared with 
Imperial goods, At present the Free State 
gave a preference to a great. many. British 
products, and he had no objection to ex- 
tending that preference if it was shown to 
be mutually advantageous, but he would be 
surprised to hear that Britain was prepared 
to put a tariff on the agricultural products 
of other countries and allow Free State agri- 
cultural products in free without getting 
some advantage in return. 

THE FARMERS’ POSITION. 

Even from the farmer 's point of view the 
question required consideration. The Argen- 
tine was the only country from which the 
Free State imported maize direct. Would 
the Irish farmer favour a tariff on Argentine 
maize or on Argentine offals and manures? 
Their imports under these headings at pre- 
sent totalled over £34,000,000. The total 
British imports of the agricultural products 
in whicn the Irish farmer was principally 
interested — cattle, pigs, etc. — was 
£194,000,000. Of those the Free State was 
responsible for 15 per cent,—£29,000,000— 
and other Common wealth countries 

34,000,000. Was the British public suddenly 
going to reverse engines and put a tariff on 
the £1§0,000,000 of non-Imperial agricultural 
products that she imported without any 
quid pro quo? Almest inevitably that quid 
pro quo which the Free State would have 
to give would be at the expense of its in- 
dustrial development. 

At the bottom of this whole propaganda 
in favour of Imperial free trade was the old 
idea that Britain was to be the workshop for 
the Empire and the Dominions were to act 
as farms for her. He thought that the Free 
State should not do anything to encourage 
the continuance of that state of affairs. The 
country could not grow strong and prosperous 
if it was not developed industrially as well 
as agriculturally. 

One sure means of creating an etmosphere 
in the world leading to a British Empire 
versus United States naval war would be a 
British Empire economic unity, such as was 
suggested. 

“MOST UNWISE DISCUSSION.”’ 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that it was a most 
unwise discussion to precipitate at the 
moment. The time was not opportune, if any 
time could be opportune for such a proposal. 
Empire free trade policy to him seemed to 
be nothing more than an attempt to bolster 
up a decayed economic system, the results of 
which could be seen in the economic position 
of Great Britain and her unemployment 
figures at present. 

This eeonomic rehabilitation of Great 

Britain was to be carried out at the expense 
of the Dominions. In that matter the atti- 
tude of Canada had been exploited, but that 
attitude was due to one cause only—as a set- 
off against the recent tariff legislation intro- 
duced by the United States Government, 
_ With regard to Senator Gogarty’s remarks 
in respect of Ford’s factory at Cork, Mr: 
Connolly said that if the country had a few 
more “' tinkers " of Ford’s type they would. 
not need to be worrying much about Empire 
Free Trade. 

He asked if the supporters of the motion 
suggested that the Free State could go into 
a conference and make a deal for an ad- 
vantageous trade with Great Britain as a 
set-off against the removal of the protective 
tariffs placed on goods coming in here. Such 
was not likely. They had never had a good 
deal with that negotiator yet, and the fewer 
negotiations they had with them the hetter

Sir WALTER NUGENT pihaasee to the

Even under a system of Free Trade it was 
allowable in countries like this, whose indus- 
tries had been swept away, that tariffs could 
and should be imposed for the purpose of 
fostering industries in the early stages of 
their development. Dr. Gogarty said one 
thing—‘‘ Unless you consent to level tariffs 
imposed we will boycott your agricultural 
produce.” If that was the challenge held out 
to this country they have only to say this— 
“We have suffered before. We mean to be 
friendly to all nations. There are consider- 
able numbers of our people in England, and 
particularly in the North, and we do not like 
to see them out of employment or oppressed, 
but if there is a threat of boycott of our pro- 
ducts held out to us, then all we say is this— 
‘ We will, so far as we can, try ‘to endure 
that boycott.’ *’ 

Continuing, Mr. Comyn said that there was 
a political barrier in England, and it was his 
opinion that, so long as that political barrier 
remained, there was no chance. that the 
people of the South of Ireland would consent 
to the lowering of the economic harrier. 

‘PURELY BRITISH AFFAIR.” 

Mr. MILROY said that the time was in- 
opportune for the discussion of a motion of 
this kind. The Empire Free Trade movement 
was purely a British affair, a movement 
initiated to secure markets for British pro- 
ducts. So far as the Free State was con- 
cerned they had to consider how it was 
going to affect their economic life. Senator 
Gogarty seemed to suggest that the move- 
ment was directed to secure the British 
market for the Irish Free State. He (Mr. 
Milroy) did not agree that that was the

The movement called for free entry of 
British products into this country and the 
removal of their tariff barriers, An increase 
in the market for their agricultural products 
would not. compensate them for the loss of 
employment caused on the industrial side. 
This movement would have the effect, if it 
were adopted as British policy, of making 
Britain the predominant partner, and it 
would lead to bad relations between the various 
States that made up the Commonwealth 
who were members of it on the basis of co- 
equality and. the recognition of their 
sovereign independence. 
should be some effort made to adjust the 
economic position, or they would find very 
soon that there would be no market left to 
them for their products. If they wanted to 
improve their position they must have not 
only the present markets for their exports, 
hut they must have increased exports. He 
thought that the general idea of the Empire 
Free Trade. Party was entirely misunder- 
stood. 

WHOLE EMPIRE AS ONE UNIT. . 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that to embark 
on a policy of economic isolation would be 
disastrous. They had only to look arouad 
generally to see the deplorable results of that 
policy at present. On the other hand, the evils 
of Protection would be very much lessened 
if they widened the area, and if they started 
with the whole Empire as one unit they 
could very soon put themselves in an 
analogous position to America and develop 
under the most favourable conditions. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that it would be a 
mistake to weld the various States of the 
British Commonwealth into one economic 
unit. Once they established the British 
Commonwealth as an economic unit the rest 
of the world would look on it as une political 
unit and treat it accordingly in all 
diplomatic negotiations. The only people who 
seemed to gain by the proposal were the 

rts of the Commonwealth outside Great 
Britain. Where Britain was to gain was 
difheult to see, unless it foolishly believed 
that the other parts oí the Commonwealth 
were going to set aside their desires of 
industrial development. He was unable to 
see how the proposal could be regarded as a 
threat or another injustice to Ireland. 

HEALING EFFECTS. 

Mr. MacLOUGHLIWN said that the ques- 
tions of safeguarding and Empire free trade 
were questions that gravely concerned the 
Free State. If safeguarding was extended 
it would have most disastrous results on 
the small manufacturing industries here that 
sold goods in England. He personally would 
prefer to give up the small tariff of fifteen 
per cent. under which he was operating at 

resent for the prospect of an open niarket 
in the- Dominions. 

They should realise the tremendous advan- 
tage that this country would enjoy if Danish 
butter and bacon and Argentine beef were 
taxed in England, and that was something 
worth while making an effort for. He was 
not without hope that if Empire free trade 
were adopted and applied to all parts of the 
country the healing effects of it might do 
away with the .political barrier and lead to 
the unification of their country. 


MINISTER’S ATTITUDE TOWARDS 
IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that one thing had 
emerged from the debate, and that was that 
they were completely free to do what they 
liked about Empire free trade. There had 
been no implication made that their hands 
had been in any way tied and no insinuation 
that the matter was going to be decided 
otherwise than by Irishmen thinking of 
what was best for the country. 

The outstanding feature of Empire Free 
Trade at the moment in England was that 
the majority of one big party, and at least 
sections of the other two, were facing up 
to the question of whether they would decide 
at long last to favour a policy which tended 
to tax food. He had very little doubt as to 
the decision with respect to foreign food, 
but when the decision with respect to food 
which was not foreign was come to, the Free 
State would have to make up its mind, con- 
sidering its own interests. 

“Is it better to have our food products 
defined as foreign for British purposes, 
said the Minister, “or as Commonwealth 

roducts? We will have to see what is to 
be given in return, and what we are going 
to lose industrially on the manufacturing side 
by asking for a definition that will get our 
food characterisel as Commonwealth.”’ 

EFFECTS OF TARIFFS. 

With regard to tariffs, the point of view 
he expressed was that, if one looked at the 
import list as it was in 1923, they could make 
a division roughly into articles that nobody 
sanely recognising the state of this countr 
would tariff, and those that might be tariffed. 
He took it as-a fifty-fifty division, and of 
the articles that might be tariffed, the 
Government had, in fact, taxed fifty per cent. 
By so doing they had put thirteen thousand 
people into employment directly, and 
indirectly another three thousand to six 
thousand. That was at least sixteen thousand 
extra. people put into employment by means 
of tariffs. 

If they had a complete tariff ring around 
the ehals Free State, and at a greater cost 
to the consumer, they might have ten 
thousand additional people employed. The 
Government had taken the easy tariffs that 
led to the most employment, with the least 
cost to the consumer, Would they be likely, 
he asked, to retain the three big industries— 
Guinness, Jacob, and Ford’s—if they adopted 
an all-round tarifi? They could not. keep 
aloof fron? all the combinations. If they 
did, the only nation which would suffer 
would be their own 

COMMONWEALTH’S HELP. 

Which bloc would they go in with—the 
European bloc, the United States Odloc, or 
the British Commonwealth bloc? Would 
they fit in with the American group, cr 
would distance prevent them’? Would the 
American tariff system or the, American 
system of trade, treaties with the most- 
favoured nations, suit them’? They had the 
British Commonwealth group alongside them, 
with a definite market, and likely to be there 
for many years, unless there was going to 
be a very abrupt disturbance, and if there 
was it would tell very heavily against the 
people of this country. 

He (the Minister) was going into the Im- 
perial Conference with an open mind, and 
there was no harm in letting people know 
that before hand. They were going there 
to look for tha best advantage, measured “in 
terms of employed people in diversified oceu- 
pations, and, that being so, he had no fear 
of going there. 

Dr. GOGARTY thanked the Minister for 
his statement, and the motion was, by leave, 
withdrawn.

Which is the more objectionable thing— 
too much, or too little, freedom between 
the sexes? If we must make the choice, 
we shall stand with the Bishop of Galway 
rather than with Britain’s First Commis- 
sioner of Works. Some weeks ago Mr. 
Lansbury, who loves to make Londoners 
happy, sanctioned mixed bathing at the 
Serpentine in Hyde Park. The experi- 
ment, it seems, has been unfortunate. 
Scenes of rowdyism occur in the evening ; 
girls are ‘‘ducked’’ by complete strangers, 
and there is much pilfering from the 
pockets of unwatched garments. In Gal- 
way mixed bathing, and even a suspected 
disposition towards it, are discouraged 
severely. Men are warned against ap- 
proach to the women’s bathing pool, and 
the Most Reverend Dr. O'Doherty has a 
patriarchal way’ with trespassers. In a 
sermon, this week, he said: “ Reference 
was made to. a gentleman. who hunted men 
Let me say at once 
that I am the gentleman to whom. refer- 
ence was made.” The Galway Urban 
Council: forbids mixed bathing at’ Salthill, 
and a like veto prevails at some seaside 
the minority, On the Continent and in 
‘an .almost universal habit, and during 
recent years it has invaded Ireland. It 
flourishes equally in North and South. 
On this very day—if the weather be fine— 
hundreds of men, women and children will 
bathe together along the coasts of County 
Dublin: | Will the.

A Problem of Poverty. 

Among the major issues raised at 
yesterday's session of the Dublin Con- 
‘ference on Public Health and Social 
Services. was the question’ of provision 
for destitute children: Since the cele- 
brated: Sceur Rosalie. drew notice to 
the demoralising effect often exerted 
upon the young by a childhood spent in 
public institutions, this means of pro- 
‘vision never quite has satisfied the public 
conscience. Yesterday Mr. A. P. Delany 
contended that the present County Home 
was nothing save the old workhouse under 
a different name, and that the evil 
characteristics which Dickens denounced 
still remained. Opponents of the system 
contend that it casts children upon the 
world, at so-called. discretionary years, with 
no knowledge of the conditions that prevail 
outside the walls of the Home. Ignorance 
drives them into ‘‘blind-alley”’ occupa- 
tions, if not into blackguardism and 
immorality, and in many cases the walls 
of the Home close once more around their 
unhappy protégés. The fault, as we think, 
is less a fault of management than of 
system. Subsequent speakers urged that 
the alternative ‘‘boarding-out’’ system 
should be adopted more widely. It is held 
that. the money necessary to maintain a 
‘child in a public institution is nearly 
enough to pay for the child’s upbringing 
‘In.a real home. That home, it is true, is 
likely. to be in a slum, and the child 
inevitably must suffer from the handicaps 
imposed by slum-life; but, at le&st, its 
upbringing will bé natural and will equip 
the child for association with the world. 
There are arguments, no doubt, on both 
sides,.and the advocates of the County 


| Home system still must be heard. What- 


ever the decision may be, the problem is 
‘urgent, and its introduction is an earnest 
of the Conference’s practical value.

is unlikely that many years will elapse 
before the horse, despite its long fidelity 
to man, must disappear from the streets.

Even 
in Dublin the sad process of elimination 
continues, but it is hard to believe that 
her streets ever will cease to know the 
ring of hooves; a Dublin without horses, 
like a Dublin without bicycles, is well- 
nigh inconceivable. There is a fascina- 
tion about the dray that the lorry can- 
not equal, and the hour that sees 
i O'Connell! Bridge unimpeded by a lumber- 
ing beast of traction will see the end of 
Dublin’s charms. Yet the hour must 
come, and it may be that the second 
generation of Dublin’s children will know 
the horse only at Ballsbridge and on the 
racecourse. In the meanwhile, let us 
cherish the thought that he will remain 
here when he has vanished from the 
streets of busier men. He is our legacy 
from a quieter past, and we must honour 
him accordingly.

FINAL ARRANGEMENTS 
MADE. 


———.—— 


It has now been made known that Mr. 
James McNeill, Governor-General of the Irish 
Free State, and Mr. _ Cosgrave, 
President of the Executive Council, will start 
the motor races for the Irish International 
Grand Prix at the Phenix Park, Dublin, next 
week. 

The Governor-General will start the first 
day’s race (which is confined to small cars), 
while Mr. Cosgrave will give the signal on 
the second day. 

The race on each day is timed to commence 

at 2.30 p.m., and competitors are expected 
to be at the pits with their cars at least two 
hours before the start. During that time 
they will be allowed to tune up their cars and 
“warm. up" the engines. A quarter of an 
hour before the official starting-time, how- 
ever, all engines must be stopped, and at 
2.25 p.m. the drivers and mechanics must 
bo seated in their cars in readiness for the 
start. 
Last year, the drivers and mechanics had 
to line up in front of the barriers protecting 
the grand stand and then, when the signal 
had been given, had to race across the 
course to their cars, take their seats and 
start them up. This year the procedure 1s 
altered, and while all cars must be started by 
the electric self-starter, should any driver 
while seated in his car start the engine before 
the signal, disqualification may ensue. 
Special warning is given to competitors in 
this respect. The signal for drivers and 
mechanics to get into their cars will be given 
by a bugle call at 2.25 each day—that 1s, one 
hour later than the commencement of the 
race last year. This alteration has been made 
in order to enable workers to get to 
their lunch in the early afternoon and be 
at the Park for the start of the race. 
It is expected that on Saturday, the day on 
which the big cars will compete, there will be 
between 150,000 and 200,000 spectators. 

Some changes in the drivers of cars have 
been announced. The Alfa Romeo cars in 
the first day’s race will be driven by Mr. 
Kaye Don, Mr. G. E. T. Eyston and Boris 
Ivanovsky, all of whom raced last year. The 
drivers of the cars on the second day will be 
the same as those already nominated—namely, 
Boris Ivanovsky, Signor Achilles Varzi and 
Cavalier Guiseppi Campari. In the official 
Talbot team of drivers, Mr. J. 8. Hindmarsh 
has been replaced by Mr. T. E. Rose Richards. 
Mr. Richards is a well-known racing moforist, 
who raced in the famous Le Mans event re- 
cently. 

Special Customs arrangements have been 
made, by which the cars taking part in the 
race, together with their “ tender ” cars and 
spare parts, will be allowed temporary ad- 
mission into the country free of duty. Most 
of the cars will arrive in Dublin towards the 
end of this week, but one or two will not 
arrive until Tuesday morning, the morning of 
the first: practices. 

Few members of the public realise the ex- 
pense entailed in keeping up a racing sports 
car. The teams of six Alfa Romeo cars, 
which Mr. F. E. Styles, will bring over, will, 
for instance, be accompanied by a regular 
“circus” (as the term is) of drivers, 
mechanics, engineers, pitsmen, and at least 
two tender cars. The total of the personnel 
attached to these entries. which are the 
biggest in the races, will be somewhere be- 
tween 350 and 35. 

Other teams, such as those of Captain 
Malcolm Campbell (Mercedes) and Captain H. 
R. 8. Birkin (Bentleys) will have their own 
“‘circuses’’ of drivers, mechanics, other 
personnel, and ‘‘tender’’ cars, the total of 
the personne! in each of their cases amount- 
ing to about 15 to 20 persons. 


ROAD TRANSPORT 
CONTROL, 


RAILWAY LEADERS AND 
THE TRAFFIC BILL,

The question of road and rail transport was 
discussed at the annual conference of the 
National Union of Railwaymen at West 
Hartlepool yesterday. 

Mr. W. R. Webster, Finchley, moved a 
resolution congratulating the Government on 
its efforts in the Road Traffic Bill to establish 
@ measure of control over road transport as 
a step towards completing the national 
organisation of transport. 

The resolution approved the policy adopted 
by the Executive of organising within 
the N.U.R. all the employés of the road 
services which were partially or wholly owned 
by railway companies. i 

Mr. E. T. Cozens, Bristol, on seconding 
the resolution, emphasised the futility of 
attempting to arrest the march of progress 
in transport, The road services were advan- 
tageous to the community, and must “be 
encouraged. There was no need for railway- 
men to fear the future if common-sense were 
brought to bear on the position. 

Mr. C. T. Cramp, General Secretary, said 
that, whilst they had not yet realised the 
ideal of complete national organisation of 
transport, the Government had made a move 
forward in that direction. One of the 
blemishes in the Road Traffic Bill, he be- 
heved, was the abolition of the speed limit. 
One difficulty in organising the road _ trans- 
port men in the Union was the state of flux 
existing in the industry. It was essential 
that raifwaymen should fight this unlimited 
competition under sweated labour conditions. 

The resolution was adopted, and the 
Conference adjourned,

It is expected that the recent pronounce- 
ment by bankers and business men on 
Empire Free Trade will be followed shortly 
by a further statement signed by a 
number of important financial authorities. 
Apparently, there are so many people who 
would have been glad to be associated with 
the first manifesto that an opportunity 
will be found for them to support the 
original signatories. In the House of 
Commons this afternoon, Colonel Moor: 
a Conservative, asked Mr. Ramsay Mac 
donald whether, in view of the bankers 
declaration, he would provide an oppor 
tunity for discussion. Mr. Macdonald 
replied that he could not provide time for 
discussion of pronouncements by outside 
bodies. The subject was to be embodied. 
however, in a vote of censure for which he 
was giving facilities. 


The Government's Security. 


To-day there was much discussion in the 
Lobby about the Government’s security, 
and it was noted that feeling was not 
nearly so unsettled as it had been yester- 
day and the day before. The talk of an 
immediate Government defeat has been 
dropped, but there still are many members 
who believe that there will be a general 
election in the late autumn. One thing is 
certain, however, about the House of 
Commons just now, and that is the exist 
ence of a feeling of indecision and unrest. 
Nearly every private member is being 
drawn into discussions, conferences or 
gatherings where disputed points are 
under consideration, but these are usually 
secret assemblies. The situation really is 
stalemate; for the Conservatives cannot 
put out the Labour Government as it 
might desire; while the Liberals. who. 
with the Conservatives, could provide a 
majority against the Government, will not 
act until Mr. Lloyd George is convinced 
that the right moment has come. 


Unemployment Figures. 


In parliamentary circles to-day the 
announcement that there had been a great 
increase in the number of unemployed 
came as a shock; for the usual tendenc: 
in the summer months is a decrease. The 
present number has not been surpassed 
since 1922, when unemployment figures 
reached one million nine hundred 
thousand—a result of the slump which 
followed the post-war boom and the several 
Labour disputes arising from the dis 
organisation in the coal industry in the 
previous year. Members were asking 
to-day if anything could be done to stem 
the tide of unemployment; but, needless 
to say, nobody had a remedy that promised 
immediate results. It was interesting 
however, to notice the constant references 
to Empire Free Trade and “ safeguard. 
ing '" as possible solutions to the question. 
Even Labour members now agree that it 
would be better to make goods at home 
rather than to have them imported. 


Lord Irwin’s Address. 


The address delivered by the Viceroy of 
India to both Houses of the Indian 
Legislature at Simla was interesting. but 
did nothing to calm the anxious feelings 
of those who fear that the Labom 
Government intends to ignore the conclu- 
sions of the Simon Commission’s Report. 
Lord Irwin, while he did not hesitate to 
pay a high tribute to the value of the 
report, revealed that its recommenda- 
tions were not intended to anticipate any 
decisions which might be reached by the 
British Government “ after conferences 
with representatives from India.” It is 
manifest that the Viceroy’s speech was 
prepared with the greatest possible care; 
for there is scarcely a phrase which could 
not be expanded or restricted as 
expediency in the future might dictate. 
In this connection there is significance 
in Lord Irwin’s renewed declaration of 
his “ Dominion status’’ pledge and his 
insistence that India cannot ,yremain 
indefinitely within the British Empire on 
terms of ‘‘ permanent inferiority.’’ 


The Celtic Congress. 


The Celtic Congress be held in 
London this month will be opened on 
July 20th by the President, Lord Howard 
de Walden, at His Majesty’s Theatre at 
2.30 p.m. The opening will be followed 
by an inaugural concert of contemporary; 
Celtic music, and the artistes will include 
Count John McCormack and Mr. Plunket 
Greene. In the evening there will be a 
civic reception by the Lord Mayor and 
the Lady Mavoress at the Mansion 
House. During the eight days of the 
Congress a number of interesting papers 
will be read, including one on Celtic folk- 
lore in Ireland by Professor Douglas 
Hyde. On Sunday, July 27, there will 
be a Service and sermon in Irish at 
Corpus Christi Church, Maiden lane, and 
during the Congress there will be an 
exhibition of Celtic manuscripts at the 
British Museum, which will be open 
inspection by the delegates.

The theatrical world seems to be under 
a cloud at present; for in Shaftesbury 
avenue, the great theatre centre of the 
West End, there is scarcely a theatre 
open, while elsewhere in London nearly 
every week sees another theatre yoing over 
to the films. - It is announced to-day that 
two more theatres will be taken over for 
the production of talking pictures. One 
is the Adelphi Theatre, in the Strand, now 
being rebuilt, and the other a new theatre 
in Leicester square which is not opened 
yet. It is probable that several other West 
End theatres now empty may be taken 
over for the pictures.

The Underground Electric Railways

SOUTH AUSTRALIA'S BUDGET.

The Prime Minister on 
Tuesday announced the immediate curtail- 
ment of expenditure by Government, 
Municipal, and other bodies controlling 
public and semi-public institutions. It 1s 
essential that the fundamental causes of 
the crisis through which Australia is passing 
should be ascertained, he observed, and the 
remedies necessary for economic adjustment 
applied to avert disaster. The main cause 
of the financial . difficulties of South 
Australia he declared to be” disabilities 
arising from federation, the unfavourable 
season, and the shrinkage of the national 
income due to falling prices for exports.

LONG-PERIOD INVESTMENT. 


In the case of such a concern as Imperia! 
Chemica! Industries, shareholders should, 
when possible, take a long-term view 
rather than a short one (writes the Glasgow 
Herald). A purchase at the high levels 
reached last year could only be justified on 
the assumption that a very material ex- 
pansion in business and profit is to be looked 
for over a period of years. Lord Melchett 
has stated more than once, particularly in 
connection with’ the Billingham works, that 
the plant has been planned to cope with the 
estimated demand in two or three years’ 
time. This lavish outlay has been made 
because even after charging interest on the 
money locked up it was cheaper to put up 
two or more units of plant at one time than 
to build each one separately as the condition 
of the market demanded increased supplies. 
In these circumstances a very large ex- 
pansion in output will be possible at very 
small cost, so that when business recovers 
the company should be in a strong position. 
Although construction is not yet completed, 
the company has all the money it will re- 
quire for a year or two at least, and has only 
to call in the substantial sums out on loan 
to complete its present plan of reconstruc- 
tion. Meanwhile intensive research is being 
carried on, and the number of products 
manufactured is being increased, It is, of 
course, impossible to say how soon this very 
large expenditure will bear fruit, but the 
company is now able to negotiate on a 
basis of equality with its competitors, end to 
produce some articles at lower costs than 
they can reach. 


Shareholders of the Nuera Art Silk Co., 
Ltd., have been notified of the calling of a 
meeting to wind up the company. The meet 
ing will be held at St. Helens on July 18, 
when a resolution will be proposed to the 
effect that “The company cannot, by reason 
of its liabilities,. continue in business, 
that it is advisable to wind up the company, 
and that accordingly the company be wound 
up voluntarily.”” The Nuera Art Silk Co. 
was registered as a public company five vears 
ago, and has an authorised and issued capital

No dividend has been 
paid on either class of capital, and the com 
pany had been trading at a loss for some 
time. The accounts for the. year ended De- 
cember ól, 1928, showed a trading loss of

there remained a. debit of £8,685 to be 
carried forward. The Nuera Company oper 
ated the Lilfenfield process for artificial silk 
manufacture, and had an arrangement with 
Courtaulds for technical collaboration. At 
one time also there was a selling arrangement 
between the two, but this was discontinued 
some time back.

CATTLE BUYING ARRANGEMENT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An action brought by Stephen Foley, 
farmer and cattle dealer, of Skreen, County 
Sligo, against Edward Webb, James Webb, 
James Patrick Webb, and Patrick Webb, 
cattle dealers, was heard. 

It appeared that the defendant, Edward 
Webb, had died since the proceedings started. 
The address of James Webb and James P. 
Webb was given as 87 Elswick road, New- 
castle-on-Tyne. The plaintiff’s claim was for 
£5,090 15s 4d., of which, he alleged, 
£5,025 10s. 4d. was due by the defendants to 
him for the balance of money paid by him for 
their use and at their request, and £65 5s. 
was for commission on these payments, which 
commission defendants agreed to pay to him 
at the rate of £1 per vent. In the alter- 
native, plaintiff claimed the £5,025 10s. 44. 
as being due by the defendants to him for 
the balance of the price of cattle sold and 
delivered by him to them, and £65 ós. for 
commission at £1 per cent. 

The defendant, Patrick Webb, denied that 
the plaintiff ever paid the money, as alleged 
in the statement of claim, or that 
the cattle were sold or delivered to him, or 
that he agreed to pay the plaintiff commis- 
sion. The defendant, James’ Webb, also 
denied that the plaintiff paid the sums 
alleged, and stated that if the plaintiff paid 
these sums, or any part of them, he did not 
pay them for thé use of the defendant, He 
further denied that he agreed to pay the 

laintiff commission, and pleaded that the 
ourth section of the Sale of Goods Act, 
1893, had not been complied with. 

The defendant, James P. Webb, did not 
enter any defence, and was not professionally 
represented. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Binchy, K.C., 
and Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr. 
Arthur Cox), appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. 
George O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. C. J. 
Reddy and Son) for James Webb; Mr. John 
Hooper (instructed by Messrs. C, J. Reddy 
and Son) for Patrick Webb; and Mr. Fergus 
O'Connor (instructed by Messrs, O'Hagan 
and Son) for Patrick Gleeson, administrator, 
under a*creditor’s grant of administration, 
of Edward Webb, deceased. 

JUDGE AND AFFIDAVIT. 

Evidence was given on both sides regarding 
an arrangement to buy cattle which the 
plaintiff said he had entered into, and on 
which he based his claim. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that he was 
satisfied from the evidence of the plaintiff 
that the figures given by him were accurate, 
and that there was, in fact, due to him by 
some person, in pursuance of the arrange- 
ment, a sum of £5,090 14s. 6d., and the ques- 
tion he ha! to consider was who 
was responsible to the plaintiff for 
that money. He was not prepared to 
place the slightest reliance on any evidence 
that he had heard on behalf of the 
defendants. He accepted the plaintiff's 
account as being true. An affidavit had been 
sworn by Mr. James Webb that two letters 
written to the plaintiff were not written or 
signed by him, and ‘yet he came into the box 
and admitted that they were written by 
him. His lordship would have to consider 
whether or not he would communicate with 
the Attorney-General with reference to this 
matter, because it seemed to him that when 
James Webb swore that affidavit he swore 
something deliberately which he knew to be 
false. Taking the evidence of the plaintiff. 
which he accepted as true, and taking these 
letters. he was satisfied, and found, as @ 
fact, that the arrangement which was entered 
into in February, 1928, was an arrangement 
that the plaintiff should buy cattle for 
and on behalf of the defendant, James 
Webb. Accordingly, he gave ey gae for 
£5,090 14s. 6d. against James Web, and he 
flismissed the action against Patrick Gleeson 
and Patrick Webb, with costs.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHISF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGH 


The hearing was resumed of the appeal on 
behalf of the Attorney-General in the case of 
Moore and others v. Attorney-General. and 
others from the whole of the judgment of 
Mr. Justice Johnston in favour of ‘the plain- 
tiffs at the trial of the action in the High 


The action had been brought by Major R. 
J. Moore, of “The Cliff,” Ballyshannon, 
Donegal, and other members of the Erne 
Fishey Company against a number of local 
fishermen in the Ballyshannon district, «and 
the Attorney-General of the Free State, as 
representing the general public, for a declara- 
tion that the plaintiffs were entitled to a 
several “naogá fs in the tidal waters of the 
River Erne from the Falls of Asseroe at 
Ballyshannon to the Bar at Ballyshannon, 
under a. Landed Estates Court coriveyance, 
dated 11th March, 1869. 

The defendants denied -that the plaintifis 
were entitled to the several fishery claimed, 
pleading that the public had an indefeasible 
right to fish in the portion of the river 
mentioned. 

Some time after the trial, which lasted 
twenty days, Mr. Justice Johnston gave judg- 
ment for the plaintiffs, and made the 
declaration sought with costs.

RIGHT OF FISHING. 

His submission was that the common law of

Counsel cited-. several cases dealing 
with the rights of the Crown and the public 
with regard to several fisheries, pointing out, 
with regard to the tidal waters of the river 
Erne, that up to the end of the sixteenth or 
seventeenth century the Kings and Queens 
of England had no jurisdiction in Tyrconnell.
